announced the distribution of 
$51,398.465 in highways users 
taxes to the cities and counties 
of the state.

Of the total, $12,938.586 went 
to the counties; |9,636,4M went 
to the cities and f28,831,380 goes 
to the state for expenditures on 
state highways.

The total was derived from: 
gasoline tax, $44,598,700: diesel 
fuel tax. $2.841.040; transfer 
from the Motor Vehicle Tratw- 
portaUoa Tax fund, $1.956.5K; 
and the rest came from mis­ 
cellaneous sources.

Los Angeles County's share 
was $3,H75,lll. and Torrance's 
portioa was $91,551.

SACRAMENTO - Happy holi­ 
days, or longer ones, is the aim 
of SB 30, sponsored by Senator 
John Harmer (R-Glendale). The 
measure would move six state 
holidays now celebrated on 
traditional dates to Mondays.

Line-up of the new system 
would put three-day holidays on 
the second and third Mondays of 
February (Lincoln's and Wash­ 
ington's birthdays); the last 
Monday in May (Memorial 
Day); the first and second Mon­ 
days in September (Labor Day 
and Admission Day), and the 
second and fourth Monday* In 
October (Columbus and Veter­ 
ans Day).

New Year's Day, the Fourth 
of July, and Christmas would 
fall on the usual specific dates. 
Thanksgiving and Good Friday 
would continue to be observed at 
the time of the year they now 
are observed.

Ex-Navyman Claims He's 
Professional Fund Raiser

Jim Becker describes himself 
as a "professional fund-raLser'" 
And that'* probably because 
he's worked on just about every 
fund raising project In town'

Becker is currently area busi­ 
ness chairman for the Heart As­ 
sociation, which will begin its 
mammoth fund-raising drive m 
February. He also serves as 
vice chairman of the lied Cross 
Board, Torrance-Loroita chap­ 
ter.

The soft-spokta dynamo of 
hind-raising energy was former­ 
ly Harbor Area chairman for the 
old Community Chest, serving 
several terms, and now claims 
membership on the Harbor Area 
Board of the United Way, which 
replaced the Chest.

And, as if that weren't enough 
goodwill activity to keep him 
busy, Uccker is also a pant pres­ 
ident of the Tomnce Dental 
Health Association, which pro­ 
vides dental care funds for 
youngsters.

Needles* to say, all this work 
on behalf of others Is strictly 
volunteer.

With a shy modesty that typi­ 
fies his approach, Becker quips, 
"I've spent rny life working and 
raising muney for other people. 
I never raue any for myself' "

Becker can claim still another 
early parallel to the life of Pres­ 
ident Harry Truman: ho started 
out in the work-a-day world in   
haberdashery.

But It wasn't long before 
Becker's mechanical aptitude 
stepped into the picture. The 
budding airplane doctor enrolled 
at Missouri Aviation Institute in 
Kansas City and emerged 1% 
years later ready and able to ob­ 
tain his civil aeronautics me­ 
chanics license.

With his new-found skills, 
Becker headed west to Join 
Lockheed Aircraft in Burbank, 
but the spectre of World War II 
presented a more urgent need 
for his skills.

Shortly after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, Becker enlisted in 
the U.S. Navy and was assigned 
to that embattled seaport to to 
HNK* planes tot tevt flight.

After the war, Becker headed 
back to his old Lockheed stamp­ 
ing grounds, but found that 
swarms of returning UIs were 
glutting a number of occupation­ 
al fields   his included. Evea 
though he was employed full 
lime. Becker found there Just 
wasn't enough work to keep him 
busy!

A n x I o u s for advancement, 
Becker landed a position with 
the Southern California Gas Co., 
where he's worked (or the last 
22 years.

He asked for a Job that would
put hi* mechanical skills to use. 
but some shrewd executive tnv 
mediately spotted his leadership 
abilities and urged him to take a 
public contact Job. Becker has 
never regretted signing on as a 
community relations manager 
for a local Gas Company office
  a Job which eventually tod 
him to Torrance.

Locally, Becker Is the com­ 
pany's community relations rep­ 
resentative for Torrance, Lo- 
mita, Rolling Hills, and Rolling 
Hills Kstates.
